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Resume 

In the present report, the following 6 species of marine Cyanophyceae in 
the Japanese coast are described, and all of them are new to Japan. 

Chroococcaceae: Aphanocapsa sesciacensis Fremy. Rare. 

Pleurocapsaceae: Pleurocapsa fuliginosa Hauclc. Sometimes from various 
coasts. In the materials from Wagu and O-shima, Shima Peninsula, Mie Prefecture, 
the larger vegetative cells, 30-34 fi in diameter, which are 1.5 times larger than 

the maximum dimensions given by Hauck are abundantly found.- Xenococcus
